On the 28th ult. the House of Representafives, in
Congress, proceeded to the consideration of the seve-
ral bills from the Senate, for the organization of Ter-
ritories, the admission of California, and the estab-
lishment of the Texas boundary. The first in order
was the Utah bill, which contained an appropriation,
and, under the rules of the House, it was referred to
the committee of the whole. The next in order was
the Boundary bill. Mr. Inge, of Alabama, moved
to reject it. This is a parliamentary motion which
is never resorted to except upon the introduction of
a most odious measure, which the House shquld not
enlertain; otherwise it is considered disrespectful to
the mover, or the Senate, if it be a bill from that
body. Thirty-four members voted for this motion.
Their names show that there was nothing sectional
in the vote, but proves that there are ultras, on both
sides of the line, who would prefer a civil war with
Texas, and to see brother shed brother’s blood,
rather than there should be any settlement of the
vexed question which has arrayed one section of the
country against another, and threatened the safety
of the Union. Our readers shall see who it is, that |
is determined there shall be no end to this turmeil.

Indiana Railroads.

[t is obvious (o any one who has read the papers
of the day, thai our railrouds are beginning to elicit
the inquiries of capitalists and business men at home
and abroad. The character of our country, the un-
surpessed fertility of the soil, the cheapness of con-
struction of our railways, and small expense of
keeping them in repair, there being few, if any, re-
liable interior matural outlets for our produce, the
certainty of a rapid increase of business annually to
be throwa upon them, with the consequent improve-
ment of the couniry, and the certainrise of property
upon the lines when they shall be brought into use,
are naturally calculated to direct the capitalists who
are looking o good investments, as well as the far-
mer and business men designing to locate in the
West, to these public works. We are glad to see
that our lines are progressing so well; indeed we
may say, that the most of them are being constructed
more rapidly than we could have supposed when
they were commenced. Our cities and towns, and
the country through which these important works are
being constructed, must be greatly benefitted by
them, and especially the farming interest, whose pro-
duce and farms will be greatly enhanced in value by
their construction. It has been said that a well con-

structed ratfroad will add fully one-third to all the

real estate in the interior lying within five miles of

its track: if this be true, as we suppose it is, the
question at once arises, as to the interest of our citi-
zens in aiding in the construction of these roads.
The companies in charge of them have given us suf-
ficient evidence of their energy and determination to
construct them. Yet it is well known that these

companies require more of the substantial aid of our |

citizens in the construction of the works than they
have yet received. They are doing all in their
power, but they are struggling for the want of means.
Should this be so, when our people are to reap so
large a share of the benefits, and are so able to take
stock and aid in the speedy construction of the
works? We desire to call the attention of our peo-
ple to these maiters.

| estiates preparatory to construction of this road, have

been made by Mr. Moore. a competent engineer, for a
| first class road in every partioular, to be laid with a
| heavy T rail of 60 lbs to the yurd. The Secretary of
| the Company bas furnished the Connersville Velley with
? the following abstract of the Engineor's Report:
|  The first division of the road extends from Rushville,
| where it connects with the railroad, now just finishi
| to Shelbyville, to Connersville, a distance of 18 1
'miles. A large part of this section is over very favor-
| able ground—some ten miles of it being one straight line.
| The bighest grade is 48 feet per mile, which is necessa-~
| ry to get down into the Whitewater Valley.
| * The estimated cost of grading, bridging and ballast.
ing this division is $85,62350: and of the whole road
finished in the most complete manner as ahove is §224 -
042 22, muking an average per mile of $12,274 78,

The second division extends from Connersville to
Brownsville, and inc!udes the bridging of both branches
ol the Whitewater river,

The length of this division is 9 miles, snd the esti-
mated cost of grading, bridging and ballasting is 66,-
37079, and of the road completed $125,839 33: making
an average per mile of 15,003 25,

The eountry on this division, with the exception of
the crossing of the valleys of the west and east branches
of the Whitewater, is very favorable. The summit be-
tween the two rivers is bat 75 feet above Connersville,
and it is believed there is no other place where so faver-
able a route can be had between those streams.

From Brownsville to Hamilton three routes have been
found and partially examined, either of which is entire-
ly practieable. A selection between them can only be
| made after further and more full examinations, and af-
ter ascertaining which one can raise the most stock,

The first, or Southern route, will pass near Liberty,
throngh College Corner, and down the ridge South of
Oxford to Rossville and Hamilton. The second will
vass up the valley of Richland Creek to Crawford’s

ceting House, and then straight to the State line at
College Corner, or at any place else within six miles of
that place, it may be desirable to strike it ; and thence
into the valley of Four Mile ereek, and down that val.
